An interview with Kevin Martin (Techno-Animal, God, 
Pathological Records and Wire Journalist). 


Impressed with RE-ENTRY, the recent Techno-Animal 
album and MACRO-DUB INFECTION, itself compiled 
by Kevin Martin we made contact...Like many a true 
musical obsessive, Kevin isn’t so strong on self- 
revelation, though he's not to be found in the kitchen 
at parties - he doesn't go to them. He's a techno 
animal, not party animal presumably having hard 
enough a time blotting out the noise of humanity (to 
hear the Earth's beat?). He’s a self-confessed “social 
misfit.” Solipsistic? Possibly, but nevertheless RE- 
ENTRY's a headtripper's delight, and MACRO DUB 
INFECTION a stunning cross section of diverse dub 
_ style and evidently a result of lot's of hard work + 
persuasion. So with no more than good taste and 
many years of laughter with arch-noise terrorists GOD 
under his belt we had to ask - Whywhenwherewhat 
how? 

I “The first music that meant anything to us (Kevin 
works with Justin ex-of GODFLESH) in a way that 
went way beyond a purely entertaining notion was 
punk, particularly the CRASS label. Punk now would 
be some junglist DJ mashing it up at some warehouse 
party, punk now is really just a walking animated 
cartoon.” (Editors Intrusion : I’ve a feeling the 
infamous RECKNOR posse may disagree, for edge 
check out Ipswich Free, not Tribal G.) “| can get 
enthusiastic about some contemporary East 
European classical composer banging bits of metal, 
| just believe in, er, Hardcore Attitude. Any 
extremities...it's a self-leaming process. (Music) 
should be a two way thing, as demanding for the 
musician as for the listener. 

“With GOD it’s been soul-destroying...the industry 
will never support a band like GOD that's so wilfully 
uncommercial and musically independent. That 
means we don't have the money to exist, it was 
always hard attracting the pragmatic support that | 
felt it deserved and merited.” 

80 HOW DO YOU KEEP S9ING? “ \'m obsessed with 
music, that can be positive or negative..." With God...” 
God was virtually made inactive due to lack of money 
and interest, so we put out an album under the name 
ICE. It really is, just, I've no choice, | make 
music...drive...it’s down to drive. I'ma social misfit, I

don’t enjoy communicating with people on a verbal 
level. | don’t like large groups, Tribal Gathering - 
great music, could’ve done without the 26,000 
people. 

WH? De YOU PLAY MUSIE FOR? “We play music 
for ourselves...for us REENTRY was a really 
liberating recording, basically we were more 
integrated with technology on that recording than 
we’ve ever been on anything else we've been 
involved in. Like a beginning rather than a 
culmination of what we'd done - like the futures there 
to be exploited, really - technology has developed a 
lot since the first Techno Animal album five years ago. 
At one time we used to control technology, humans 
depend on it now.” 

WHO ARE YOUR MUSICAL IfONS? “ Miles Davis’ 
workin the 70's, which was unacknowledged and he 
got slammed for. Producers, some brilliant producers 
in the hip-hop scene...Code Money, Woo Tan Clan, 
Old Dirty Bastard. Diversity of influences.” 

LIFE IN A SORPORATION - Do YOU WORK WITH, 
FOR OR EMPLOY THEM? 

“Well, with Virgin it's mutual exploitation. Having 
run Pathological records...” Ed: Well-respected 
label.” Yeh, very poor sales, I've seen the pitfalls of 
running an indie label and meeting other people 
running other labels - | think all indies wanna be 
majors and majors got to where they have by bloated 
politics. Whichever indie label you've got is riddled 
with ego, corruption and greed...like Earache began 
on anarcho doctrines and became raving capitalists... 
..Then again, | haven't got much respect for people 
at Virgin, ‘cos people at Virgin are business people, 
a handful t. like and the rest are obviously not 
interested in\music at all, | think. For myself f'm 
absolutely fucked off with running a label - unless 
you've got time, money and commitment you're not 
doing anyone a favour - the artist or yourself. 
Pathological was soul destroying.”

" Absolutely nothing, that was fine.”

Anti-car cult reclaims the streets Campaigners 
Reclaim the Streets performed some unauthorised 
pedestrianisation in Camden High Street, London on 
14th May. First, two old cars were used to stage a 
mock road accident, blocking the street and bringing 
traffic to a standstill. Then the protesters followed, 
swarming into the road with instruments, furniture and 
food, instigating a spontaneous party. Within 
moments huge numbers of Sunday afternoon 
shoppers took their lead and joined in the party, filling 
the street as far as the eye could see in both 
directions. Members of the public took it in turns to 
smash up the two cars involved in the “accident”, 
reducing them to mangled heaps of metal by the end 
of the aftemoon. Achildren’s play area was even set 
up in the middle of a usually busy crossroads, 
complete with climbing frame! Police intervention was 
minimal as by the time they realised what was 
happening there was no effective way to clear the 
road of thousands of people. Free from pollution and 
traffic hazards, the Camden shoppers had voted with 
their feet to reclaim the street from the cars, if only 
for an aftemoon, for a party which none present will 
forget.

“Burger off, Ronald”, say McDonalds protesters A 
handful of campaigners from the McLibel campaign 
caused massive disruption to the filming of a 
McDonalds advert on 5th June. Production company 
Darryl Tate Associates had hired part of Ruskin Park 
in Lambeth, south London but were soon interrupted 
by protesters walking around behind Ronald 
McDonald with placards and banners accusing the 
fast food chain of environmental damage to 
rainforests, exploiting workers, unhealthy food and 
cruel treatment of animals. Filming was stopped, and 
a stalemate ensued for most of the day with the 70- 
strong crew of technicians and actors standing idle 
as the company searched for a legal way to stop the 
protest. Neither Lambeth council who own the park 
nor the police could find any legal reason for removing 
the protesters from the park as the protest was 
peaceful and orderly, and the production company 
could not be guaranteed exclusive use of any part of 
the public park. The shoot was eventually abandoned 
and the crew did not retum to the park for their second 
day of filming. Two anti-McDonalds campaigners from 
London are currently being sued for libel in the High 
Court for distributing leaflets criticising the company’s 
business.

Nigerians want Shell Out The Sheil oil company had 
their annual meeting in London beseiged by 
campaigners outraged at the environmental damage 
and genocide they say has been caused by the 
company in Nigeria. Having listened to a speech from 
a member of the Ogoni tribe who have been on the 
receiving end of Shell's operations, the campaigners 
«avaded the lobby of the conference centre where 
the meeting was being held and leafletted 
shareholders. Despite massive police reinforcements 
including horses and some very agitated alsatians, 
avo protesters managed to climb onto the canopy of 
centre, where they burned a Shell flag. Similar 
lying proudly from the 20 or so flagpoles outside 
cantre were pulled down to half mast, and topped 
banner reading simply Murderers”. In Nigeria, 
oni have been campaigning in recent years 
2 clean up oil spills on their land and pay

them royalties for the oil they have extracted. Their 
campaign has been met with severe repression from 
the illegal military government who derive 80% of 
their income from oil sales, resulting in over 1500 
Ogoni being killed by soldiers and 30 villages burned 
to the ground. The British pressure group Sheil Out 
claim that Shell has colluded with the Nigerian military 
in organising the killings, and want consumers here 
to stop buying Shell petrol and shareholders to 
disinvest.

The Land is Ours, say the new Diggera 400 land 
rights campaigners from The Land is Ours occupied 
set-aside farmland near Wisley in Surrey on 23 April 
in a re-enactment of the Diggers’ occupation of 
nearby St George’s Hill in 1649. Then, as now, they 
are miffed to be excluded from the large proportion 
of Britain's land. They estimate that up to 75% of the 
land is owned by 1% of the population, who deny 
access to the rest. Having set up camp, the protesters 
marched to St George’s Hill, now a private golf course 
and up-market housing estate, where they planted a 
symbolic tree on the fairway. The occupation 
proceeded peacefully for a week, culminating with 
the performance of the Dongas Tribe play “St George 
and the Dragon” on St George’s Hill. Another, smaller 
occupation followed in Oxfordshire and a larger one 
is planned for this summer.

This time around, ! am going-to tum my 
attention to electronic publishirig' and how anyone 
should be able to produce a zine for distribution over 
the Internet. “Oh no” | hear you groan, “not the 
Intemet.”. Don’t worry, this isn’t going to be some 
sort of techno-geeky article, nor is it the sort of hype 
mongering as found in almost every newspaper on 
an alarmingly increasing basis. There has been a lot 
of discussion recently over information ‘haves’ and 
‘have-nots’. What is less well publicised is that you 
need very little equipment to get on-line and it is also 
possible to bypass most of this and blag your way 
on, | am going to give minimum explanations for 
technical terms - there are plenty of magazines, 
books and people out there who can explain these. 

Firstly, why would you want to publish 
something via the Intemet? Well, to publish a zine 
on paper costs a certain amount per copy. The more 
you publish, the lower the cost per copy, but the 
higher the cost overall. To publish on the Internet, 
you only need one copy, that costs nothing to 
reproduce. Anyone who wants to read it will make 
their own copy. All zines need to be advertised and 
distributed in some way. In the physical world, this 
involves lugging around copies of your zine to the 
local shops, sending out advertisements and maybe 
a few copies to a distributor. By this method you can 
expect some people in the local area to read your 
work and a smaller amount of people around the rest 
of ‘the country. Overseas orders are even more 
unlikely. On the Intemet, you will still need to make 
your presence known, butif you advertise well, you'll 
find that people from all over the world will have easy 
access to your material. Electronically, it is possible 
to publish a zine for almost zero outlay, which gets 
read by thousands of people - beat that! 

But you've got no equipment. Fear not, there 
are ways round this. For starters, if you happen to 

_be a student you're sorted straight away. Almost all 
universities will give you free access to the internet. 
They will have everything you need to produce your

zine and you won't have to spend a penny to do it. If 
you ask for advice on what you need to do, it should 
be fairly easy to suss out how to get your zine on- 
line. The second most obvious way of getting your 
work on the net is to find a friend who has access. 
This is what Jonny has done with the Prisoner, as | 
now spend almost every free moment of my life trying 
to get the Prisoner Web pages up and running. All 
you'll need is a patient friend to do everything for 
you, or perhaps a friend who will let you use shit's 
(she/he/its) computer, modem, phone bill & internet 
account (Yeah, right! Like anybody but me would be 
that gullible!). 

If you have a computer, but can’t afford a 
modem, telephone line etc, then your life is at least 
easier in that you can format the zine first. Get the 
work done at home in your leisure, then use one of 
the methods listed above to actually get the work out 
onto the net. 

The final solution is to try and blag the 
equipment to do it yourself. It's not impossible, | know 
at least three people who have blagged working 
computers and now have Intemet connections. All 
you'll need is a basic computer, anything from an 
Amiga to a cheap and nasty 286 PC will get you on 
the intemet. What you may miss out on with a more 
basic set up is the fancy graphical interfaces and 
things, but they are not necessary. A modem is the 
next bit of kit - it's worth trying to get as fast a one as 
possible, as the faster itis, the less time you'll spend 
on the phone. However, prices have come right down 
and you'll pick up something that does the job for as 
little as £50 brand new - so it shouldn't be too hard to 
find them second hand or even free and cast off. 

It is important to remember that you don't 
need a top of the range computer to use the Intemet 
- itwas originally designed to be used with computers 
that were little more than vast calculators. As a result 
there is a great deal that can be achieved with a 
minimal set up. 

The final way of getting your work on-line is

to find someone who runs a project specialising in 
putting up other people's stuff. Two such projects are 
Heath Bunting’s Cybercafe and a small press comics 
project called Ism. Heath Bunting is credited with 
being one of the first people to originally coin the 
concept of a cybercafe. Unfortunately he could never 
get the money to start one up, without corporate 
strings attached. As a result, his cybercafe is a virtual 
one, with an intemet site, BBS sites and an image, 
but no physical presence as such. Heath specialises 
in finding cast out equipment in skips and the like 
and passing it on to people who have a use for it. If 
you can get on the Web, you'll find his cybercafe at 
http://www.cybercafe.org/cybercafe/ Here you'll find 
details of all his projects. 

Ism, is a web site too, with the aim of letting 
small press comic artists show their wares on the 
Intemet, without having to have a computer or even 
know anything about the Internet. Run single 
handedly by Katie Blakstad-Cooke, it should be up 
in afew weeks time at http:/Awww.ismcomics.com/ . 
Interest in the site is high and there are no charges 
for artists to submit there work. You'll only need to 
submit paper pages, Katie will do the rest. You can 
E-mail her for more info at katie @webmedia.com. 

There are various sites on the Intemet that 
have archive areas for zines. These tend to be sites, 
where you simply store the files that make up your 
zine, so that other people can download them to their 
own computers. Places to check out include Zines 
At The Wiretap at ftp.spies.com, or gopher access 
at wiretap.spies.com then choose -> Wiretap On-line 
Library -> Technical Information -> Zines. Or the zine 
collection at gopher.cic.net then choose -> Electronic 
Serials. To discover more places, check out the web's 
On-line Zines reference at http:/Avww.aens.nwu.edu/ 
ezines or check into the alt.zines newsgroup on - 
usenet. 

It is also worth remembering that there is 
more to the on-line corhmunity than the Internet. 
When you are looking for places to distribute your 
zine, check out bulletin boards and Fido-Net as well. 
Some bulletin boards will offer limited intemet access, 
such as E-mail addresses for very minimal sums of 
money. A good place to start is the pHreak BBS, on 
0171 434 3800, which concentrates on being the 
main home of the UK's digital underground. They 
have files on everything. Most of this is text based, 
but there’s also a downloadable Windows graphics 
program to pretty things up. 

Well, | hope this has whetted your appetite 
and you'll at least have a look to see what use you 
might be able to make of electronic publishing. If you 
get something up and running, let us know here at
